WASHINGTON. April 13.—Sena- 
tor Philander C. Knox of Pennsyl- 
vania today introduced Into the Sen- 
ate his resolution declaring an end 
to the state of war that has existed 
for four years between the United 
States and the former central pow- 
ers.No declaration of American for- 
eign policy was embodied in the res- 
olution as submitted by Knox. This

President Harding in his message

TEXT OF RESOLUTION 
INTRODUCED BY KNOX 
The text of the Knox resolution, 
which was referred immediately and 
•Without comment to the Senate for- 
,Si5n relations committee, was as fol- 
lows: 
"Section 1. That the joint resolu- 
tion of Congress passed April 6, 1>17, 
declaring- a state of war to exist 
between tho imperial German gov- 
ernment and the government and 
people of the United States, making 
provisions to prosecute the same, 
, be, and the same is hereby repealed 
• and said state of war is hereby de- 


clared at an end. 
Provided, however, that all prop- 
erty of the imperial German gov- 
ernment, or its successor or succes- 
sors and of all • German nationals, 
which was, on April 6, 191T, in or 
has since that date come into the 
possession or under control of the 
government of the United States, or 
any of its officers, agents or em- 
ployees, from any source or by any 
agency whptsoever, 
shail be re-

• Miss Barriscale says that there has 
been a ^reat deal of agitation in the 
motion picture producing centers in 
Southern California to make better 
pictures and she expects to see a 
much higher.standard of productions 
when the studiosx reopen after the 
present slump than has been known 
ever before. 


"The producers made poor i'ilms 


too long," thinks the star. ."For too 
long they tried to make money on the 
mere mechanical-, idea that motion 
pictures are marvelous and -'on this 
theory they gave tho public any old, 
kind of film. 


CITES FILM POLICY 
"Then they saw that they couid 


only market the good films, but kept 
on making: poor ones just the same. 
The selection of good or bad. was 
made after the pictures were made 
and not before. 


"Naturally such-a process was, too: 


expensive to last Every good picture 
had to pay the costs of producing 
several poor ones. Then the studios 
had to quit, in order to work off the 
second-rate 
films 
for 
.whatever 


money could be gotten out of them. 


"When the studios start up again 


every cent will be carefully spent on: 
good production with as little waste 
as possible. It will be found that tho 
better films can be made at a much, 
less cost." 


Miss Barriscale says that there Is 
a concerted effort being made by 
producers to cut the salaries of stars,' 
which is being vigorously fought by 
the stars themselves. 


MANY TO HOLD OUT 


Many of the actors and actresses 


have enough money that they can 
hold out in • the fight for the eld 
scale of high wages, but many.' of 
them have lived Up: to their -in- 
comes and will be forced • back to 
work soon at the lower scale.

"The 
motion picture industry is 


ab&olutely opposed to Miss Harnon's 
appearance in films.

"Most of us are opposed to such

among the most important half-dozen executive 
"messages delivered TO the legislative body.

outlines a large program for ihe national go\ 
eminent, large in aspirations for achievement 
and in the importance of the policies declared. 
If we had 10 intei-pret this message in a single 
sentence, we would say that it is 1he voice of 
an American seeking the vicTories of an indus- 
trious peace. 


The President's pronouncement on interna- 


tional questions has been most fully and accur- 
ately anticipated in these columns.

He declares that the United -States means to 


establish and maintain a great merchant marine. 
And he indicates a desire and intention to apply 
She law as it now exists to the administration of 
onr merchant marine.

" As to the railroad situation, the President de- 
clares that here must be a reduction in the cost

to glow about—particularly as it is 
an ancient obsession that women 
have no grasp of big things when 
they have a knack for details.

INSUIT-CASES 


SEIZED; 6 HELD 


• SAN FRANCISCO, April 13.— 
Opium to the value df 126,000 was 
xelzed on thV steamship Korea 
Maru of tne T. K. K. Steamship 
company on the waterfront early 
today. 
The narcotic was con- 
cealed in suitcases, which were 
amuggted to the dock by the Chi- 
nese anB Japanese stewards on 
the vessel. A customs guard be- 
came suspicious at the sight of 
suitcases piled in a row on the 
pier and notified 
othe>r o_fficers.

Case To Be Reheard 
City Attorney Hagan today 
re- 
ceived notice that the railroad com- 
mission has granted a rehearing of 
the Pacific Gas & Electric company 
rate case and will sit en bane April
